Attack on Murphy and Barnet by 


Colonel—Party's Platform Reaffirms 
Principles of National Platform and 
Fights "Misconduct of State Officers 
and Mismanagement of Finances." 


Rochester, N. Y., Sept. 29.-Theodore 


Roosevelt dominated the state Pro- 
gressive convention here, and dictated 
the nominations of Judge Learned 
Hand and Justice Samuel Seabu'-y 
who were named by tl*e convention as 
candidates for the court of appeals. 


Judge Hand, now of the United 


States district court, a Progressive 
was named for chief Judge, and Jus 
tlce Samuel Seabury, a Progressive 
Democrat, for associate Judge. Both 
are residents of New York city. 


The nominations followed a speech 


by the colonel, in which he made a hoi 
attack on William Burnes, Jr., tbe lie 
publican organization and Tammanj 
Hall and defended William Sulzer 
Much of the substance of Colone 
Roosevelt's speech was embodied U 
tbe platform adopted by the conveu 
tlon. 


The platform reaffirms the principle 


enunciated in the national and statt 
platforms of 11(12 and deals at length 
with •iren«\v«l disclosures with respee' 
to the misconduct of state officers, th 
mismanagement of our finances niu 
public works," and other things thu 
are said to reveal "the cunning hand 
of the machine boss and his lleuteu 
ants of the invisible and powerful mi 
derworld, which has so loris? defied tin1 
decent sentiment of mankind" in the 
state.

Attack on Murphy. 


Before the convention .was called to 


order Coloiwjl Uoosejrelt In response to 
a request settled the fight In the ex 
ecutlve committee and made it plain 
that be was opixisetl to Judge William 
E. Werner of Rochester a»-a candUiati1 
for the chief Jndgcship of the court of 
appeals. 


The fight in the executive committee 


came during the committee meeting In 
which the adherents of Judge Werner 
demonstrated that they would not yield 
unless forced to do so. Those who fa 
vored Judges Hand and Seabury were 
Just as full of tight, and a deadlock 
seemed certain until the matter was 
laid before Colonel Kooaevelt- He did 
not hesitate to say what fee thought. 
and In a few minutes It wj»s announc- 
ed that the committee would stnnil 
with Judge Hand and Justice Seabury. 


Colonel Roosevelt Immediately au 


nounced that he would revise bis 
speech and strengthen bis attack ou 
Tammany, Barnea and tbe machine* 
and bosses generally.

A CONVINCING DEMONSTRATION. 


That many an onhunl is nonproduc- 


tire, or. at best only spasmodically BO 
through lack of the fertilizing ele 
taents necessity to produie an apple 
crop, lias been very stilklnply shown 
Is an experiment which has been car 
ried on in southern Ohio under the di 
rectiou of the State Agricultural col 
lege.

In the 
apring of tb* year mentioned there 
were scattered beneath the trees of 
one row five pounds each of nitrate of 
•oda and acid phosphate per tree, tbe 
application being made over an area 
a trifle larger than that covered by the 
•pread of the branches. Within a peri- 
od of two weeks the reenlta of the fer- 
tilising were noticed In a healthier col- 
or, of leaf on the fertilized trees. This 
continued through the season and was 
accompanied by a full setting of vlgor-

A MICHIGAN TUBERCULIN TE«T. 


Early In May at Flint, Mich., 1.000 


cows, which furnish the milk supply 
for the city of 40,000 people, were sub- 
jected to the tuberculin test and of 
the entire number forty animate re- 
sponded. 
A day was set for th» 


slaughtering of these animals, and 
there were present to witness the dem- 
onstration not only federal Inspector 
and members of the state sanitary and 
llv» stock commission, but scores of 
farmers. Including those favorable to 


i and opposed to the application of the, 
tuberculin test. Of tbe forty animals 
slaughtered all but four showed dis- 
tinct evidence of the disease, and the 
state veterinarian was sure that a 
pathological examination would reveal 
the presence of the disease even where 
the lesions were not visible to the nak 
ed eye. Doubtless this is but the be- 
ginning of a campaign for clean and 
wholesome milk that will mean much 
for the welfare of human beings In the 
months and years to come The right 
of a municipality to Insist upon this 
test has been upheld by the supreme 
court of the United States, so there 
need be no delay on that account

GROWING ALFALFA. 


The number is constantly increasing 


of those who are taking up the grow- 
ing of alfalfa, and the tendency is a 
matter of congratulation, for no other 
crop that can be grown in the north 
temperate zone gives so great prom- 
ise along the line of restoring or main- 
taining soil fertility and increasing the 
bank accounts of the farmers who 
grow It 
For this reason it la in place 


to repeat in these notes some simple 
directions for getting a start with the 
valuable legume. In tbe first place the 
soil selected for the alfalfa patch 
should be well drained and should not 
have an Impervious layer of hardpan 
or clay nearer than flve feet to the sur 
face 
Also the soil must not be sour, 


a condition which is apt to exist if the 
•oil is not well drained. 
If sour the 


soil should be treated with a couple of 
tons per acre of ground limestone or 
lima refuse from a beet sugar mill. 


AN OLD ALFALFA PATCH.

WITH KEROSENE LAMPS. ; 


The two great and very real 


dangers 
in 
connection 
with 


lamps are dirt and carelessness, 
and to these two causes are at- 
tributed most lamp accidents. 
Lamps with metal reservoirs are 
safer than those of glass or chi- 
na, as the former, if upset, can 
be picked up and replaced be- 
fore the oil can escape. Of course j 
th» oil used must be of good

quality. 
There ts no saving, but some 


•waste and some danger in poor 
oil. Bad oil clogs the wick and 
the burner, besides giving off an 
unpleasant and very dirty vapor. 
Never turn down a lamp. It is 
meant to burn with the flame at 
full height, and when allowed to 
smolder in this way it will either 
smoke or smell and most cer- 
tainly heat rapidly and become a 
distinct source of danger.

PRESERVING^ HINTS. 


to Make Delicious Pick!* Thai 


Can Be Recommended. 


An easy way of canning cherries and 


a way which preserves much of the 
beauty of the cherries is to bottle 
them after they have been washed, 
dried and pitted and to put two ounces 
of sugar in each bottle. Then cork 
them tightly and put the bottles in 
cold water. 
Bring the water to the 


boiling point and boil gently until the 
cherries are covered with juice. They 
are then done. Cool them in the wa- 
ter, push the corks in more tightly 
and store them away. 


Kaspberry vinegar makes a refresh- 


Ing and easily prepared beverage, and 
the vinegar is not troublesome to 
make 
Cover four quarts of red rasp- 


berries with vinegar. 
Twenty-four 


hours later scald aud strain the mix- 
ture 
Measure the juice and add a 


pound of granulated sugar to each pint 
of juice. Boil twenty minutes and bot- 
tle 
This concoction will keep tor 


years. When it is to be used add a 
tablespoonful to a glassful of cold wa- 
ter. 


To make spiced currants wash, dry 


and stem the currants. Measure them 
and for four pounds allow u pint ot 
vinegar and two pounds of brown sug- 
ar 
Add half a cupful of whole spices 


tied in a thin muslin bag- Cinnamon, 
cassia buds, cloves and allspice should 
be included.

and vinegar for teu minutes, skim and 
add the fruit.

are tender; then put them in jars and 
boil down the sirup, pour it over the 
jars aiid seal.

A CONVINCING DEMONSTRATION. 


That many an onhunl is nonproduc- 


tire, or. at best only spasmodically BO 
through lack of the fertilizing ele 
taents necessity to produie an apple 
crop, lias been very stilklnply shown 
Is an experiment which has been car 
ried on in southern Ohio under the di 
rectiou of the State Agricultural col 
lege.

In the 
apring of tb* year mentioned there 
were scattered beneath the trees of 
one row five pounds each of nitrate of

a trifle larger than that covered by the 
•pread of the branches. Within a peri- 
od of two weeks the reenlta of the fer- 
tilising were noticed In a healthier col- 
or, of leaf on the fertilized trees. This 
continued through the season and was

A MICHIGAN TUBERCULIN TE«T. 


Early In May at Flint, Mich., 1.000 


cows, which furnish the milk supply 
for the city of 40,000 people, were sub- 
jected to the tuberculin test and of 
the entire number forty animate re- 
sponded. 
A day was set for th» 


slaughtering of these animals, and 
there were present to witness the dem- 
onstration not only federal Inspector 
and members of the state sanitary and 
llv» stock commission, but scores of 
farmers. Including those favorable to 


i and opposed to the application of the, 
tuberculin test. Of tbe forty animals 
slaughtered all but four showed dis- 
tinct evidence of the disease, and the 
state veterinarian was sure that a 
pathological examination would reveal 
the presence of the disease even where 
the lesions were not visible to the nak 
ed eye. Doubtless this is but the be- 
ginning of a campaign for clean and 
wholesome milk that will mean much 
for the welfare of human beings In the 
months and years to come The right 
of a municipality to Insist upon this 
test has been upheld by the supreme 
court of the United States, so there 
need be no delay on that account

GROWING ALFALFA. 


The number is constantly increasing 


of those who are taking up the grow- 
ing of alfalfa, and the tendency is a 
matter of congratulation, for no other 
crop that can be grown in the north 
temperate zone gives so great prom- 
ise along the line of restoring or main- 
taining soil fertility and increasing the 
bank accounts of the farmers who 
grow It 
For this reason it la in place 


to repeat in these notes some simple 
directions for getting a start with the 
valuable legume. In tbe first place the 
soil selected for the alfalfa patch 
should be well drained and should not 
have an Impervious layer of hardpan 
or clay nearer than flve feet to the sur 
face 
Also the soil must not be sour, 


a condition which is apt to exist if the 
•oil is not well drained. 
If sour the 


soil should be treated with a couple of 
tons per acre of ground limestone or 
lima refuse from a beet sugar mill.

WITH KEROSENE LAMPS. ; 


The two great and very real 


dangers 
in 
connection 
with 


lamps are dirt and carelessness, 
and to these two causes are at- 
tributed most lamp accidents. 
Lamps with metal reservoirs are 
safer than those of glass or chi- 
na, as the former, if upset, can 
be picked up and replaced be- 
fore the oil can escape. Of course j

quality. 
There ts no saving, but some 


•waste and some danger in poor 
oil. Bad oil clogs the wick and 
the burner, besides giving off an 
unpleasant and very dirty vapor. 

It is 
meant to burn with the flame at 
full height, and when allowed to 
smolder in this way it will either 
smoke or smell and most cer- 
tainly heat rapidly and become a 
distinct source of danger.

PRESERVING^ HINTS. 


to Make Delicious Pick!* Thai 


Can Be Recommended. 


An easy way of canning cherries and 


a way which preserves much of the 
beauty of the cherries is to bottle 
them after they have been washed, 
dried and pitted and to put two ounces 
of sugar in each bottle. Then cork 
them tightly and put the bottles in 
cold water. 
Bring the water to the 


boiling point and boil gently until the 
cherries are covered with juice. They 
are then done. Cool them in the wa- 
ter, push the corks in more tightly 
and store them away. 


Kaspberry vinegar makes a refresh- 


Ing and easily prepared beverage, and 
the vinegar is not troublesome to 
make 
Cover four quarts of red rasp- 


berries with vinegar. 
Twenty-four 


hours later scald aud strain the mix- 
ture 
Measure the juice and add a 


pound of granulated sugar to each pint 
of juice. Boil twenty minutes and bot-

years. When it is to be used add a 
tablespoonful to a glassful of cold wa- 
ter.
